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EDITORIAL 


“What manner of men are these against whom you have sent us to fight — 
men who compete in their games not for money, but for honor?” 


It would seem best for all concerned if the 
editor puts pen to paper, and relates to our 
readership exactly the direction that Preci- 
sion Shooting magazine will take in the 
forseeable future. That way, if you are vio- 
lently opposed to our selected direction, you 
will be able to spend the winter assembling a 
set of golf clubs, and practicing your five iron 
swing down in the family laundry room. 

We have had somewhere in the vicinity of 
five hundred replies to the questionnaire 
that appeared in our August issue. That 
gives us about a ten per cent return, and any 
pollster will tell you that this is a high per- 
centage for any such goings-on. 

Question number one of the question- 
naire inquired if the reader’s primary interest 
was in receiving the entire magazine, or just 
the match reports. Eight replies selected 
match reports only. One reply said “match 
reports only” . . . but then, in the comments 
section, said that he thought the magazine 
was... “great”. . .whichis quite confusing, 
of course. Finally ... one gentleman said 
that he didn’t give a hoot about the maga- 
zine. Silence. Broken only by the sound of a 
tear falling. Then the fellow went on to com- 
plicate the issue by saying that he didn’t 
give a hoot about the match reports either 
. .. because if he shot in the match, the club 
sent him areport. . . andif he didn’t shoot in 
the match, he really didn’t care about it. 
Meeting in emergency session ... the PS 
Board of Directors voted to send the fellow 
a subscription to Better Homes and Gar- 
dens. Ineffectual, in all likelinood, but it was 
all that we could think of to do at the mo- 
ment. So ... we calculate that 490 out of 
500 replies stated that they were primarily 
interested in “the entire magazine’. 

Question number two asked if the reader- 
ship would be interested in seeing an in- 
crease in “other” disciplines devoted to ex- 
treme rifle accuracy ... such as silhouette 
(rifle), big bore, small bore, and light varmint 
shooting. The editor has just counted the 
top (of the pile) one hundred questionnaires 
... and ninety three of the one hundred re- 
plies favor the expansion of the magazine to 
other disciplines. Several, indeed many, re- 
plies pointed out that they did not wish any 
hunting articles at all, period. Over the past 
year or two we have published a few live 
varmint shooting articles, but they were a 
definite minority. The editor, being a real 
softie at heart, has not hunted for over twen- 
ty years, and expects to keep things that 
way until the day that they put him under the 
ground ... which gives you a pretty good 
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idea of my personal feelings on the subject. | 
respect the feelings of the seven shooters 
who want the magazine to remain 
“benchrest only” . . . but let me share a little 
problem, as an example, with you. Four 
weeks ago, | sent out an inquiry ... for a 
question and answer article . . . to thirty well 
known shooters. It was a question about 
gun handling, and methods, at the bench. A 
month later . . . | have five (5) replies . . . out 
of thirty (30). Gentlemen . . .do you see the 
problem? It really is rather simple ... 
BENCHREST WILL OCCUPY AS MUCH 
OF THE MAGAZINE ... AS WE GET 
BENCHREST INPUT. Supposedly there is 
to be another benchrest magazine started, 
by benchrest purists (or something). | hope 
that they are either ready to write the maga- 
zine themselves . . .every month. . . or else 
they are prepared to print blank pages. 
When all is said and done ... PS has the 
only writers that can be depended on. 
Those making the most noise ... are not 
contributors, just noise makers. Writers 
have to be solicited to write an article, en- 
couraged, praised, reassured. It’s really 
much easier to marry into the Royal Family 
than to get the articles you see in our pages. 
Furthermore, writers go in bursts . .. when 
they are enthusiastic about some new con- 
cept or theory, you hear from them con- 
stantly. When they are “down” . . . the idea 
didn’t work . . . they go off and hide on you. 
And then you've got to go looking for them. 
And dig them out of the hole in the ground 
that they’re hiding in. And wipe the dirt off 
their grimey little faces . . . assure them that 
they are appreciated . . . and send them off 
in the direction of a new little red wagon to 
follow. : 

Precision Shooting magazine will begin, 
indeed already has begun, to print big bore 
and small bore articles. We will also contin- 
ue our coverage of lead bullet and single 
shot rifles. We also will be interested in 
some metallic silhouette equipment articles. 
The magazine is primarily a benchrest publi- 
cation now. It will remain that way ... as 
long as the benchrest community supports 
the publication ... with articles. Thus, it’s 
not really my decision. . .in the final analysis 

. it’s your ball game. | do ask you ... 
benchrest shooters . . . where else can you 
go ... today ... and have a good-sized 
magazine tell you . . . here, take the maga- 
zine. The major portion of it is yours . . . as 
long as you use it. Had many of those offers 
lately? 

| cannot, and will not, ignore a greater-

than-ninety-percent of our readers who DO 
want the scope of the magazine expanded 
. .. aSlong as we stay within the guideline of 
“extreme rifle accuracy”. 

Question number four, asking what you 
wanted to see for articles . . .ina way sort of 
mirrored question number two. A very high 
percentage of replies stressed that they 
were interested in many phases of sophisti- 
cated, extreme rifle accuracy. Merrill Martin 
either has quite a following ... or he gota 
heck of a lot of his relatives to write in words 
of high praise. Wildcat cartridge information 
appears to rank right up there with girls as a 
subject of interest. A few replies specified 
“benchrest only; nothing else” ... but did 
not make it clear if they would contribute 
any input. . . or if they would pay the $50.00 
or soa year that would seem appropriate for 
such a specialized pulication that appealed 
to such a narrow market. 

Question five asks if the 16 pages of 
match reports should remain as part of the 
publication. Here we deteriorated a bit, | 
fear, into vested interest groups. The match 
shooters all wanted them left in . . . and the 
general subscribers wanted them dropped. 
Well, somebody has to make the decisions 
around here, and I’m fifty percent of the paid 
work force ... and | go back to my earlier 
statement that it will remain the benchrest 
shooters magazine, as long as they want it 
to, and as long as they supportit. The match 
reports stay in... but | have got one idea 
through my noggin. . . many of you said that 
you wanted to see more equipment data. 
Okay, I’m working on doing that. 

Questions six, seven, and eight were pri- 
marily to give people a chance to get opin- 
ions off their chest. And we kept coming 
back to. . .if you keep it devoted to extreme 
rifle accuracy (and the benchresters ... 
even when they are working at being a pain 
in the neck .. . as a few of them will occa- 
sionally elect to do ... are still the finest 
school of knowledge in this area) ... 


‘benchrest, big bore, small bore, lead bullet, 


single shot, metallic silhouette ... that is 
just what we want. 

Arather large number of replies said kind 
words about the editor and the general evo- 
lution of the magazine in the past few years. 
Many replies asked that the editor continue 
his own brand of humor, because that was 
. ..well, something that they enjoyed. A sur- 
prising number said that while they couldn't 
make it to the matches, the personal writing 
of the editor about his circle of friends ...

223 REMINGTON MATCH RIFLE DATA

The 5.56x45 NATO and its commercial 
variant, the .223 Remington, have become 
common military and attendantly popular ci- 
vilian rifle cartridges. However, serious in- 
terest in this cartridge among mid-range 
(three hundred to six hundred yards) and 
long-range (six hundred yards and beyond) 
target shooters and varmint hunters is only 
arecent phenomenon, sparked by the intro- 
duction of the Hornady 68 and Sierra 69 
grain .224 bullets. These bullets are pro- 
duced to competition quality standards, and 
have a configuration that affords a signifi- 
cant improvement in ballistic coefficient 
over any previous generally available .224 
bullet. 

Economy of loading and minimal recoil 
energy, while maintaining sufficient velocity 
for practical drop and drift values, are fac- 
tors contributing to the interest in this bullet/ 
cartridge combination. 

Still, there is a void. There is a general 
lack of loading data for these bullets in this 
cartridge. 

The following test results are, of course, 
only directly applicable to the specific fire- 
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arm with which they were obtained. Never- 
theless, their general relativity makes them 
well worth review by anyone involved with, 
or considering, the use of these bullets in 
this cartridge. 

The test firearm was a Colt AR-15 Semi- 
Automatic rifle, with the top end customized 
by Bill Wylde of Greenup, Illinois. Mr. Wylde 
installed a Hart barrel with one in nine twist 
and twenty-eight inch length, eliminated the 
carry handle and front sight assemblies, 
floated the barrel and gas system, and pro- 
vided sight mounting bases that place tar- 


- get style iron sights and telescopic sights at 


normal height. Does it have match rifle po- 
tential? The accompanying data sheets de- 
tail sixty-eight different loads representing 
arbitrary charge increments of sixteen dif- 
ferent powders. Of these, 80 percent 
grouped under two thirds minute of angle. 
Half of the test loads fired went under half an 
inch. 

All cartridge cases used in these tests 
came from one production lot of Remington 
brand casings. They had an average weight 
of 90.2 (+0.7 to —0.6 extreme variation) 
grains. All cases used had a case wall thick- 
ness variation of less than .002 of aninch. At 
the outset, all cases were full-length sized, 
heads turned square, primer pockets cut to 
square and uniform depth (.120 of aninch to 
accommodate Federal 205M primers),

flash-holes deburred, cases trimmed to 
1.750 inches length, necks turned to .0105 
of an inch uniform thickness, and case- 
mouths deburred inside and out. 

Relative to sizing, it should be noted that 
the first firing of these cases encompassed 
powders from IMR 4198 through Reloder 
12, thereafter (including the H-322 refire 
noted in the data table) all cases were neck 
sized only. 

All loads were assembled using Federal 
205M benchrest primers (Lot MA1210), and 
Sierra .224 69 grain Hollowpoint Boattail 
MatchKing bullets (Lot 10166). These bul- 
lets were seated to an overall cartridge 
length of 2.300 inches, allowing them to just 
touch the rifling in the chamber of the test 
firearm. Case sizing, priming, and bullet 
seating were performed utilizing a Bonanza 
Co-Ax press and Bonanza Benchrest 
dies. 

Be aware the overall cartridge length of 
2.300 inches is too long for use in the M-16/ 
AR-15 magazine. However, that’s what it 
takes to put the bullet against the rifling in 
this rifle. More often than not, | have experi- 
enced my best accuracy with ammunition in 
which the bullet is seated to contact the ri- 
fling. This has been particularly true when 
using heavier bullets and/or slower pow- 
ders. Furthermore, other tests with this rifle 
have proven ‘contact’ to be the best seating 
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arrangement for it. | have since had some 
discussion with Mr. Wylde about chamber- 
ing. The next chamber will allow bullet to ri- 
fling contact with a cartridge overall length 
suitable for use in the M-16/AR-15 maga- 
zine, though such an arrangement raises 
other questions . . . (load/pressure/velocity 
changes ((reductions)) due to ‘deep’ seat- 
ing, maintenance of bullet/bore alignment 
with so much of the bullet not supported by 
either case neck or bore) that will have to be 
addressed. 

The target distance was one hundred 
yards. An Oehler chronograph was used to 
measure velocity, with the midpoint of the 
Skyscreen spacing fifteen feet from the 
muzzle. The data is based on firing three 
shots with each designated load. With each 
powder tested, firing started with a clean 
bore, commencing with two ‘fouling’ shots, 
and proceeding in ascending order through 
the specified charges. 

Three shot groups are adequate as a 
brief screen. Bear in mind, this series is 
purely a screen. It is intended solely as a 
starting point, to aid in selecting which 
powder/s may offer the greatest potential 
for further development of a specific load for 
a particular rifle and application. Although a 
poor combination may throw an occasional 
great group (even a blind pig finds an occa- 
sional acorn) such deviate performance will 
usually be demonstrated when associated 
with that powder’s performance with other 
charges, and the aberrant nature of that sin- 
gular performance will most certainly be 
demonstrated by any definitive followup. In 
the meantime, a dependably reliable combi- 
nation will prove to be just that, dependably 
reliable, subjected to the same compari- 
sons and followup. 

The usual disclaimer, but true: It is well 
established that what works in one firearm, 
may not work in another. Why does a load 
that works safely and accurately in one fire- 
arm, not generate the same pressures/ 
velocities — but perhaps more — or less, 
and not the same accuracy — but perhaps 
better — or worse, in another? There are 
obvious variables such as chamber/bore/ 
cartridge case differences. In addition, igni- 
tion and a host of other more obscure varia- 
bles in the realm of dimensional and 
metallurgical considerations also enter the 
picture. Furthermore, these variables in- 
volve the construction of the firearm as well 
as the components of the ammunition. The 
loads/pressures and other performance 
factors listed on the accompanying data 
sheets were arrived at in, and are solely ap- 
plicable to, the test firearm only. Every car- 
tridge was measured to the .0001 of an 
inch, with rim and body diameters and thick- 
nesses and case length and headspace di- 
mensions recorded before and after firing 
each shot. In addition to direct comparisons 
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of these figures, case heads and primers 
were examined, with magnification, for any 
evidence of material displacement. Loads 
listed as ‘Max by Pressure’ were the heavi- 
est charges fired that produced no indica- 
tion of excessive pressure. Loads listed as 
‘Max by Volume’ are based on charging a 
fireformed necksized only cartridge case 
through an eight inch drop tube with vibra- 
tion of the case as the charge was poured. 


These are heavily compressed loads. But, 
not sufficiently compressed to bulge the 
case body to the point of not chambering, or 
cause the bullet to ease forward during stor- 
age. Your firearm may not tolerate these 
loads. Or, these loads may prove quite mild 
in your firearm. Common sense and good 
loading practice dictate starting well below 
‘maximum’ and advancing CAUTIOUSLY.

In reviewing the accompanying data sheets, service rifle shooters should note that to date 
only one of these powders has been fired with identical loads under identical conditions in a 
service barrel. As a point of information, the results obtained were:

Relative to the accompanying data 
sheets, there is one obvious question when 
faced with this much information all at once. 

“What am | looking for?” 

Accuracy — How much? You must set 
your own standard. If you are the insatiable 
inquisitive, you may burn out a barrel seek- 
ing that last ‘Nth’ of accuracy. If you are not 
‘into’ that kind of time and money expendi- 
tures, then establish your needs/set your 
standards at the outset. Realistically as- 
sess what your rifle should be capable of 
and how much accuracy you need for your 
particular application — target size, range, 
shooting conditions.... One thing you 
should be looking for is an accuracy 
‘plateau’. Occasionally even with extensive 
definitive testing, a particular powder/ 
charge combination really ‘clicks’ while 
changes in powder charge in increments as 
small as one half to one grain spread the 
groups wide open. Such loads, spectacular 
as their performance of the moment may be, 
always worry me. Any load that performs 
well only within such a critically narrow 
scope must be particularly sensitive to the 
vagaries of environmental temperature (I’ve 
shot matches and hunted at temperatures 
ranging from below O degrees F., to in ex- 
cess of 100 degrees F.). Such a load will 
also be sensitive to the variables between 
production ‘lots’ of its components, often 
requiring working up anew load whenever a 
new batch of cases, primers, powder or bul- 
lets is obtained. For these reasons, one of 
the things | look for in selecting a load is an 
accuracy plateau. A combination that 
works reasonably well over a two to three 
grain charge weight span is usually not sub- 
stantially affected by temperature changes 
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or production lot variables in components. 
On the accompanying data sheets are listed 
both the group size delivered by the Maxi- 
mum load and the average group size of the 
three top loads (Maximum load and the two 
increments just under Maximum. 

Velocity — All the velocity you can get, 
with accuracy. At long range, all other 
things being equal, ‘velocity’ is the name of 
the game. And velocity uniformity becomes 
extremely important at mid and long range. 
At the velocities achieved by cartridges 
commonly utilized, significant velocity varia- 
tions have very limited effect on groups fired 
at one hundred yards. But, at the mid and 
long ranges, velocity variation becomes 
devastatingly apparent. For example: a one 
hundred foot per second velocity difference 
in the range of our common rifle velocities — 
at one hundred yards the effect on group 
size is usuaily undetectable at all — at six 
hundred yards this variation alone will add 
about six inches to the vertical dispersion of 
the shot group (enough to go from the ‘X’ 
ring to the ‘Nine’ ring) in addition to the ef- 
fects of all the other system variables. 

Reliability — Particularly with gas operat- 
ed firearms and specifically service rifles, 
pressures (chamber, gas-port, muzzle) 
must be within the functional range of the 
firearm in question. And cleanliness. There 
are notes in the charts relative to the ‘dirti- 
ness’ of the fired case. This can generally be 
equated-extrapolated to the condition of 
the chamber as well, and often the gas sys- 
tem too, whenever that particular powder is 
utilized. Just about all service rifle extraction 
and ejection problems can be traced to load 
pressure characteristics or chamber/gas 
system fouling. 

You may have additional considerations 
in selecting powder/s for further develop- 
ment. Component availability and relative 
cost may be a factor. Loading convenience

may be a consideration, particularly if your 
requirements will run to large quantities of 
ammunition. Powders such as Dupont’s 
IMR 4350 and IMR 4064 do not meter well 
and require weighing every charge, espe- 
cially for mid and long range use. The ‘work- 
ing’ charges of certain powders are loaded 
into this cartridge case only with some diffi- 
culty and manipulation. Other powders 
such as Winchester’s W-748 and similar 
‘fine’ grained propellants which meter very 
smoothly and uniformly may require only an 
initial adjustment of the powder measure, 
weighing of a final charge, and visual in- 
spection of the casings loaded in be- 
tween. 

Finally, are the benefits of . . . flatter tra- 
jectory at short and mid range, minimal re- 
coil (comfort, reduced fatigue, in rapid fire 
competition improved position stability and 
target recovery), the economy of compo- 
nents ... worth the trade-offs? What are 


_the trade-offs? One is slightly increased 


wind drift. But, the wind will move a Boeing 
747. No matter what load you shoot, you 
have to know what a given wind condition 
will do to that bullet/velocity combination. 
Another trade-off, and of much greater con- 
sequence, is fouling. The smallbore is 
‘clean’ critical. We are generally shooting 
matches that involve two sighting shots 
plus twenty shots for score. Some .224 
bore barrels will not hold their best accuracy 
for even that many shots, and it will be arare 
one, if any, that will go two strings between 
cleanings without significant accuracy de- 
terioration. The .224 bore will require fre- 
quent and meticulous care, much more so 
than any corresponding thirty calibre.

Comments 


20.0 Max by Pressure 

Fired cases very sooty, fairly readily cleaned considering full 
length sizing, may have some accuracy potential — howev- 
er — wide velocity dispersion raises questions about long 
range suitability. Several other powders appear to offer 
higher velocity — with better accuracy — and cleaner burn- 
ing — (significant in Semi-automatic reliability — where 
clean chambers are important) 


22.0 Max by Pressure 

Fired cases remarkably clean considering full length sizing, 
may have some accuracy potential, but several other pow- 
ders appear to offer equal or better accuracy at higher ve- 
locity 


24.5 Max by Pressure 

Fired cases remarkably clean, limited residue readily 
cleaned, excellent accuracy at relatively good velocity — 
and clean burning — in this small granuled — readily ‘me- 
tered’ powder — makes it a priority powder — well worth 
pursuing development

Cases remarkably dirty — sooty — cleaned with moderate 
difficulty. Group shapes indicate some accuarcy potential. 
However, again — several other powders offer a combina- 
tion of — cleanliness, accuracy, velocity — loading — (me- 
tering) advantages 


26.0 Max by Pressure 

Fired cases remarkably clean. Group configuration — par- 
ticularly in light of full length sized cases — indicates accu- 
racy potential. Clean burning — easy loading — relatively 
good velocity — accuracy potential — all together — make 
this a powder worth pursuing development. 

(Hercules — recommends 24.0 max to Horn 68 — 
generating 2825 mv in a 24” barrel)

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RON HOEHN TALKS ABOUT 
THE HUNTER CLASS 


Dear Dave, 

| have been wanting to put an article to- 
gether on Hunter Rifle shooting, particularly 
the Hunter targets for sometime now, but 
have been putting it off because of the 
length of the article and getting the thoughts 
on paper. At this point, | think this might be 
quite lengthy, so please bear with me while | 
try to get my points across. Throughout this 
article | will try to draw analogies to other 
sports, namely golf, bowling, and Benchrest 
shooting, because they are individual 
sports, not team sports. Another reason | 
choose these is because | am somewhat fa- 
miliar with them. While there are, I’m sure, 
many other individual sports that could be 
used, | will let the reader compare Hunter 
rifle shooting with any sport, as long as it is 
an individual sport, and I’m sure the same 
conclusions will be drawn. (Team sports will 
probably follow the same path, but maybe 
not quite as well.) 

In Hunter class competition, the rules set 
up to govern the equipment and the target 
design do not seem consistent to me with 
the objective of the sport as we know it 
today. Hunter class competition originally 
set out to get the shooter who was not famil- 
iar with Benchrest shooting, or the possible 
accuracy of more sophisticated rifles, in- 
volved in competition with other shooters 
and to hopefully get involved with 
Benchrest shooting and advance to the 
Sporter, Light Varmint, Heavy Varmint and 
Unrestricted competition. In 1968 in St. 
Louis, it would not be unusual to have 20-30 
shooters show up for a Hunter match. The 
idea was to have shooters competing with 
their 308’s, 30-06’s, 270’s, 30-30’s, as long 
as they were “hunting” rifles. At that time 
there were “Classes”. After shooting in the 
“MASTER CLASS’ the first time out, you 


would be put in a class with shooters of simi- 
lar shooting ability. If memory serves me, 
there were three classes: “Novice” 0 - 200, 
“Hunter” 201 - 227, and “Master” 228 - 250. 
Course of fire, at least in St. Louis was 5 tar- 
gets, 3 @ 100 yds., 2 @ 200 yds., total pos- 
sible was 250 - 25X. Once you shot in say 
“Novice” class, you stayed there until you 
shot a higher score than 201, which would 
put you in “Hunter” class. If you shot higher 
than your classification one time, you 
moved up to that class at the next match, 
but it would take 2 matches in a row, shoot- 
ing lower scores than your class, to move 
down in class. 

In those early years for me, (| started in 
late 1968) all the rifles around were wood 
stock factory rifles with only a few excep- 
tions, where stainless steel barrels were in- 
stalled. You could work your trigger over 
and glass bed the rifle, but every thing else 
was as it came from the factory. At that 
time, the target was the same as it is now at 
100 yds. (The rings were black instead of 
red) and the 200 yd. target only had 2 bulls, 
one for sighter shots, as many as you want- 
ed, and one bull for your 5 record shots. At 
that time, the 10 ring was 1”, 9 ring was 2”, 
8 ring 3”, etc. at 200 yds. No one saw the 
need for individual bulls, because the good 
rifles of that era were capable of shooting 
groups of about 112” at 200 yds. on a good 
day! Those same good rifles were shooting 
about 12” - 5¢” @ 100 yds., and more often 
around 34”. The best scores shot back then 
were around 235! If one of the good shoot- 
ers had some good targets going, all 25-30 
shooters at the match would watch to see if 
he would make it to 240! | do not remember 
any 240’s ever shot at that time. A. J. 
Freund was one of the best Hunter shooters 
and did his own gunsmithing at that time,

and | think he was one of the first to have a 
stainless barrel. His winning scores in the 
Master class, as | recall, were in the 233 - 
238 range. 

Somewhere along the way, the 200 yd. 
target was changed to have a 2” X ring, 1” - 
10 ring, 1%” - 9 ring, 2” - 8 ring, etc., and 
then changed back again when there was 
talk of the IBS & NBRSA merging. The 
thought was that we should both use the 
same size targets, as that would be one less 
thing to be concerned about if we became 
one. 

This brings me up to the point where | am 
going to give the Hunter shooters some- 
thing to think about, and what | had referred 
to in the opening part of this letter as incon- 
sistencies. To me, rules should have a pur- 
pose. They should make sense to the ma- 
jority of those people concerned or effected. 
| don’t believe you should have rules just for 
the sake of having rules. Here | go Hunter 
shooters, hang onto your chairs! 

1. 10 Ibs. weight limit, including scope: 
Now that seems like a good rule. No 
one would really go deer hunting with a 
13% Ib. rifle. 

2. 6 X scope or less: 

Now that seems like a good rule too — 
who would hunt deer or anything else 
that might be shot at 30 - 200 yds.., off- 
hand, with a 36 X scope. 

3. A magazine that will hold 2 or more 
rounds of ammunition, that will feed, 
chamber, & fire: 

That seems like a reasonable rule also 
— not many people | know would go 
hunting with a single shot action. 

4. Bore diameter of 6 MM or larger: 
Now | guess this is OK, but are we start- 
ing to make rules just to have a rule? 
We would all agree (I think) that a deer 
rifle should not be a 22 R.F., but in Mis- 
souri, it’s legal to hunt with a 22 cal. bul- 
let as long as it weighs over 60 grs. If 
you stop and think about it, will a deer 
know the difference if he is hit with a 65 
gr. 22 or a 62 gr. 6 MM? Let’s move on 
before | get you spending too much 
time on this and not on what | really 
want you to be thinking about.

In bowling, the worst thing that can hap- 
penis to get a split (7 - 10) in the first frame. If 
you miss them both and get 8 in the first 
frame and your opponent gets 3 strikes in a 
row, you are only down by 22 pins, and can 
put some strikes together yourself and 
overtake him to win the game by the end of 
the 10th frame. Don’t even think about get- 
ting an 8 on your first record bull at 100 yds. 
in Hunter rifle competition, because even 
though your opponents can only get a 10 
(not 30) you will not only not be able to win 
the 100 yd. agg., you will have to shoot 
“World Record Material” at 200 yds. just to 
get in the top 5 in a 10 shooter match! While 
300 is a perfect game and occasionally 
bowlers will roll one, it is by no means the 
norm. Professional bowlers average 210 - 
220, which is about 70% of the possible. 
Hunter rifle shooters, even mediocre ones, 
average 485 - 495, or 98% of possible! Are 
we really that good, or (now you’re starting 
to get it!) are the targets too big? 

In Benchrest shooting for group, while we 
have rifles capable of shooting .080” - .100” 
on good days, the winning 100 yd. aggre- 
gate will be in the .1800” - .1900” range on 
good condition days or at very large match- 
es. We are performing at approximately 
50% of the capability of the equipment. Ina 
H.V. match, a shooter can shoot a .250” - 
.300” on his first record target, (while some- 
one will surely shoot a .127” or .152” or 
there about) but that’s only the first target. 
The shooter with the .300” knows if he 
“gets his act together and knuckles down”, 


he can come back and not only win the 100 
yd. aggregate, but can surely win the 
Grand. He knows that the guy that just shot 
the .127” can’t keep that pace up for the 
rest of the morning, because that’s a tough 
act to follow. Don’t get me wrong, its possi- 
ble, just not probable! 

In Hunter rifle, its not only possible to 
shoot 50’s at 100 yds.., it’s probable as well. 
| feel the target is so out of proportion in rela- 
tion to the capability of the rifle, that one has 
to wonder where the challenge is at! 

As | mentioned before, | believe the target 
should reflect the ability of the shooter at the 
time the target was shot, but it should also 
have a degree of difficulty that is unattaina- 
ble on any regular basis. To those who are 
not familiar with Benchrest shooting and the 
equipment of today, a Y%4”group at 100 yds. 
looks pretty impressive, but in reality, is 
nothing to “write home” about. 

In my opinion, we need a Hunter target 
that will translate the ability and skill of the 
shooter into meaningful terms, and at the 
same time, only allow a perfect score to go 
to the shooter that shot exceptionally well or 
“perfect” on that particular target. As the 
targets are now, a perfect score of 50, can, 
and usually is, shot by over half of the shoot- 
ers in every match. With the possibility of 
250 points in the 100 yd. agg., when is the 
last time you can remember being at a Hunt- 
er match when someone did not shoot 250? 
Two shooters with 250? Three shooters 
with 250? The top 10 shooters, with a score 
less than 247? When’s the last time you 
were bowling with someone that rolled a 
300? Or even a 275? And if you were ever 
present when someone rolled a 300, | don’t 
have to tell you about the excitement in the

air after about the 7th or 8th frame. By the 
9th frame, every eye in the place is on him, 
and if he starts the 10th frame with 2 strikes, 
you can hear a pin drop as he releases his 
ball on the last throw! If he can stand the 
pressure, remain calm enough to do every- 
thing right, just as he did the previous shots, 
and gets a strike on his last ball to get his 
300 game, you know what is going to hap- 
pen! The place will go WILD! HE JUST 
SHOT A PERFECT 300 GAME!!! This only 
happens to the very best, and only a very 
few times in their lifetime! For the very good 
bowler, it never happens. Over 99% of the 
bowlers never bowl a perfect game! That 
doesn’t mean they don’t bowl good, it just 
means they never bowled “perfect”. How 
excited do you get when someone has just 
shot a 250? He just shot the perfect score! 
Do you celebrate? Do you buy him all the 
beer he can drink for the next 2 weeks? Do 
you go home and tell the wife and kids that 
you just came back from the range and “Joe 
Doe” just shot 250! Wow, is he in “seventh 
heaven”! | doubt that anyone got too excit- 
ed INCLUDING “Joe”. While 250 is a good 
score, it’s not earth shattering! Why, even 
you shot a 248 and came in 8th in a field of 
14! 

Now if | haven’t got my point across by 
now, there’s not much hope of changing 
your mind about how we score targets or 
the size of the target. And there’s no need to 
write and tell me to play golf or go bowling, 
because | love to shoot and will continue to 
shoot, even if the targets stay the same. 
These are just some logical reasons to 
THINK ABOUT a better target. To illustrate 
my point, | have shown some targets, along 
with comments on each: 

#1 A solid 10 X — PERFECT! 

#2 A solid 10 X — is this as good as 

#1? 

#3 A solid 10 — center of shot is 14” 
away from where the shooter want- 
ed it, but still a solid 10! 

#4 A solid 10 — center of shot is now 
5/16” away from where the shooter 
wanted it, but still a solid 10! 

#5 A solid 10 — there’s not a person 
scoring targets in the country that 
would not score this a 10.1 ask you, is 
this your idea of perfect. Center of 
shot is over ¥e” away from where the 
shooter wanted it! 

Now consider that, on the target #5, the 
shooter could have errored in the opposite 
direction and been over 3” on the other side 
of the ring and still scored as high as possi- 
ble! (THAT’S OVER %4” OF ERROR AND 
WE STILL CALL IT PERFECT!) My point is 
that the targets we shoot today were de- 
signed for the rifles of 20 years ago. In 1968, 
a good shooting rifle could not shoot a “Per- 
fect score”. But things have changed over 
the years. Stocks are better, barrels are 
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better, bullets are better, scopes are better 
and lighter (WHO THOUGHT WE WOULD 
HAVE A100Z. SCOPE WITH THE QUALI- 
TY THAT IS AVAILABLE TODAY), actions 
are better, and last, but surely not least of 
things, SHOOTERS ARE BETTER! The 
only thing that has not changedis the target. 

Illustration #6 is a target | would like you 
to THINK ABOUT. Don’t judge it yet, just 
think about it. If you have access to a copy 
machine, run off a few copies and shootatit. 
Copy that target on clear plastic and lay it 
over some of your old targets and rescore 
them with the new values (we all save our 
old targets don’t we?) and see what you 
would have scored. See if it doesn’t put a lit- 
tle CHALLENGE back into our sport. If you 
would like a few targets, or a plastic overlay, 
send me a stamped, self addressed enve- 
lope and | will be glad to send you a few. All! 
ask is that you try these before you judge 
them. | think you might be surprised at how 
much fun you will have shooting at these! 
That IS what its all about, isn’t it, FUN. 

If you can shoot a 250 on these targets, 
you have done some really good shooting, 
and somebody will probably buy your beer 
for the next two weeks! 

Ihave not heard all the arguments against 
amore difficult target, but | have heard a lot 
of them. Some will say: the best shooter will 
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win regardless of what size the rings are. If 
that’s the case, let’s shoot the smaller one 
and see. Some say the X is for breaking ties, 
and the more X’s, the better you shot. That 
might be true, but what about those shots 
that were not X’s, let’s score them so we 
can tell the difference between a strong 10 
and a weak one. What you hear mostis that

After reading your item in Precision 
Shooting, | thought | could answer your 
question about the vapor trails in S-X bul- 
lets. | had the enclosed article in my library, 
this copy is for you to keep. 

| have found that Sierra Blitz .22 bullets 
will do the vapor trails if the M. V. exceeds 
3650 fps. This is in any weather, any day, 
any altitude 0-4300 feet, and any time that 
you can see a target. | always keep one rifle 
equipped with loads that do this when we go 
blasting prairie dawgs. It always amazes 
anyone that has never seen it. | have found 
that the faster you send them out the more 
trail you get. At 3850, they seem to leave 
perfectly round holes in the BR target at 300 
yds. | do keep them around 3700, just in 
case they may be breaking up at the higher 
speed. 

| am not a shooter in the league that you 
folks are in, but this bullet seems to shoot 
great. | have had many groups wellinside 1” 
at 200 yards, with many different loads. | 
know that is not much for accuracy to you, 
but combined with the trail it’s a good fun 
combination.

Dear Dave: 

| am an avid shooter and a subscriber/ 
reader of Precision Shooting. 

| have been shooting the 7BR Reming- 
ton in High Power Silhouette competition 
since 1984 and had a tack driver prior to 
the feature you described with Earl Hines 
using the 7BR for Silhouette in 1985. The 
difference at this point is Earl is/was a top 
notch — skilled silhouette shooter — lam 
still working on it. 

In your article in the September issue 
entitled, “7BR Stuff” the last paragraph 
prompted me to bring you up-to-date 
along with shooters/readers who may be 
interested. 

First let me describe my silhouette rifle. 
Itis a Remington 700 short action, with an 
H&S Precision barrel (21 inches in length), 
and has a heavy bench rest taper. | use a 
1” in 9” twist and presently, the Sierra 
150 match king bullet. 

The scope is a Leupold 36x, with a 
3/16” dot. The trigger is a Hart 20z and 
the bolt and receiver are matched/lapped 
(including a rear bushing) and the firing pin 
in Taitainium for improved lock time. All of 
this is bedded (by Dan Sutton) into a 
McMillan fiberglass stock. The gun was 
built completely by Bob Brackney (whose 
credentials | do not need to list) and be- 
lieve me this BR shoots!!! 

My cases are Remington 7BR as re- 
ceived, neck turned, flash-hole cleaned, 
primer pockets cut (match prep tool from 
Whitetail Eng.) and stuffed with a Reming- 
ton 72 primer. The cases are original 
1.520 length and the loaded rounds are 
2.395 O.A.L. 

The load | presently use is 34.0 grains 
of Winchester 748 and | have 
chronographed, a number of times, at 
2560 F.P.S. 

Now for the newest creation. | have just 
received my new reamer from JGS which 
is a 6.5BR (Yes. 6.5) using the same iden- 
tical case, except the 6.5BR will have a 
40° shoulder to replace the 30° standard, 
and tight necked at .285. 

The gun goes back to Bob Brackney 
this week to be re-fit with another H&S 
Precision (heavy bench rest contour) bar- 
rel this time flutted. (This will give me 
switch barrel capability). My theory is to 
get more velocity than the 7BR, but prob- 
ably less than the 6.5 x 45 which a bunch 
of guys are shooting. 

In a nutshell, small charges, more ve- 
locity (more Rams), less barrel wear anda 
real pleasure to shoot (minimum recoil) is 
helping me get where | hope to be, in a 
shoot-off with David Tubb!! 
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In about two months | will send you spe- 


cifics (i.e. loads, group sizes, velocities 
and targets). 


| will inciude the smaller weight bullets 


in my thorough evaluation as soon as | 
find them. So far, my bullet tests are to in- 
clude Sierra 150 MK (7mm), Norma 139 
Match (6.5mm) and Sierra 140 Match 
King (6.5mm). 


Will keep you posted. Keep up the good 


work and excellent magazine.

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Dear Creighton: 

As | perceive the overall purpose of your 
“Commentary” in the September issue of 
PRECISION SHOOTING, it is to make the 
point that the editor should be more vigilant 
to prevent the publication of opinions that 
are contrary to established scientific princi- 
ples, or assertions that are contradicted by 
established facts. That is a praiseworthy 
goal with which | certainly agree, but | must 
say that it is sometimes difficult to decide 
which opinions and assertions are truly in 
contradiction to scientific principles or es- 
tablished facts, and which are not. A great 
deal of pseudo-scientific folklore about fire- 
arms has evolved during the 600 years that 
they have been in use, and some of that is 
occasionally seen in print, in all of the popu- 
lar gun magazines. On the whole, however, 
I think that the quality of technical material in 
PRECISION SHOOTING is well above the 
average, and | am impelled to offer some 
words in defense of the editor and the au- 
thors of the material in the August issue to 
which you took exception. 

On the first point that you addressed (“RI- 
FLING TWIST, PEAK POWDER PRES- 
SURES AND BULLET VELOCITIES’), | do 
agree with most of your commentary, but | 
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do not find it contradictory to any result re- 
ported in the previous article to which you 
were apparently referring. | was, in fact, 
among those whom you identified as “oth- 
ers” who have written about the subject of 
rotational energy in the AMERICAN RIFLE- 
MAN. Ina Q&A published in June 1969, | ex- 
plained in detail how the calculations are 
done, and worked out an example for the 
150-grain .30-caliber M2 Bali bullet, for 
which the necessary value for axial moment 
of inertia has been accurately determined. 
The calculation shows that the total kinetic 
energy of that bullet at the muzzle, if fired at 
3000 fps from a barrel having 10-inch twist, 
is about 3007.8 ft-lbs, of which 2997.3 ft-lbs 
are due to its translational (forward) veloci- 
ty, and 10.5 ft-lbs are due to its rotational 
(spin) velocity. The kinetic energy due to ro- 
tation, which is equal to the work done by 
the powder to achieve this rotation, is thus 
about 0.35 percent of the total kinetic ener- 
gy of the bullet. From these facts it is easily 
calculated that, if the same bullet were fired 
from a barrel having straight rifling, impart- 
ing no spin whatsoever, its translational ve- 
locity under otherwise identical conditions 
would be increased from 3000.0 fps to 
about 3005.2 fps, which is a practically neg- 
ligible change. The results would be sub- 
stantially the same for other spin-stabilized 
projectiles, according to the engineering 
principies involved — that is, the energy in- 
volved in projectile rotation is a fraction of 
one percent of the total kinetic energy im- 
parted to the projectile by the powder 
charge, and neither pressure nor velocity 
could be appreciably affected by differenc- 
es in twist among barrels having any rea-

sonable degree of twist. The article on 
which you were commenting said, in fact, 
that the author had found no difference in 
muzzle velocity between .22-caliber barrels 
having 10-inch and 15-inch twists, and that 
is exactly the result to be expected, accord- 
ing to basic scientific principles. 

On the second point that you addressed 
(EXTERNAL BALLISTICS) | am in general 
agreement with your comments, but! donot 
find any serious conflict with scientific princi- 
ples in the author’s expression of his opinion 
said that a particular .22-caliber high- 
velocity wildcat had “outshot” a particular 
6mm load, during a varmint hunt on a windy 
day. | wrote an article on the subject of wind 
deflection, at the suggestion of the late Col. 
E. H. Harrison, which was published in the 
AMERICAN RIFLEMAN of January 1956. It 
explains in some detail the well established 
fact that the wind-deflection of a bullet at 
any given range, under any given wind con- 
dition, is completely determined by its muz- 
zle velocity and its ballistic coefficient. | cer- 
tainly agree that there could be no 
difference between different guns and/or 
different cartridges in this respect, except 
insofar as they might affect one or both of 
these last two factors. However, my current 
Sierra manual does not agree with the spe- 
cific data that you quote as coming from 
your Sierra Manual, in your comparison of 
the .22 wildcat and the 6mm loads to which 
you were referring. For the 400-yard range 
and the 20-mph cross-component of wind 
velocity that you assumed, my Sierra manu- 
al shows, for their 52-grain .224” HPBT bul- 
let at 4100 fps (page 456) a deflection of 
32.24 inches, whereas for their 85-grain 
.243” HPBT at 3300 fps (page 468) under 
the same range and wind conditions, it 
shows a deflection of 32.88 inches. These 
numbers are both significantly different 
from those which you quote for the .22- 
caliber and 6mm loads (28 and 23 inches re- 
spectively), and do in fact indicate, if the 
numbers in my Sierra manual are correct, 
that the deflection of the .224” bullet at 
4100 fps is very slightly less than that of the 
6mm bullet at 3300 fps, though of course 
the difference is negligible. If the .22-caliber 
load was significantly more accurate, how- 
ever, and the wind-deflection was substan- 
tially the same, then | think that the author of 
the article on which you commented could 
reasonably say that the .22-caliber “out- 
shot” the 6mm, without violating any basic 
scientific principle. 

On your third point (CASE SHOULDER 
SHAPE, NECK LENGTHS, GAS FLOW 
AND EROSION), | also find some points of 
agreement with your opinions, but | do not 
believe that opinions which differ from those

are necessarily contrary to scientific princi- 
ples, or to clearly established technical fact. 
There is not much reliable data on this sub- 
ject in the literature of interior ballistics. A 
series of articles published in the AMERI- 
CAN RIFLEMAN issues of April 1946 
through July 1946 describes some labora- 
tory experiments, in which it was found that 
different case shapes tested did not pro- 
duce any discernible effect on the relation- 
ship between pressure and velocity. The 
data presented there were unfortunately 
quite limited, however, and did not address 
such additional questions as the uniformity 
of velocities and pressures, or other details 
of interior-ballistic performance that might 
conceivably affect the accuracy. In an arti- 
cle published in the NRA book titled 
HANDLOADING in 1981, | expressed some 
doubt about the perennially optimistic idea 
that some exotic case shape might be found 
which would provide a great over-riding ad- 
vantage, and thus free us from the normal 
limitations of interior-ballistic performance. | 
also said that there is, nevertheless, some 
credible evidence that certain case shapes 
might give better interior-ballistic perform- 
ance than others. | agree that no such ad- 
vantage is likely to be found in the realm of 
fluid dynamics (“gas flow”), but | think it pos- 
sible, for example, that the shape of the 
case might affect the amount of unburned 
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powder which remains within the case dur- 
ing propellant burning, and the amount 
which follows along behind the projectile as 
itis accelerated through the bore, before the 
“all-burnt” point is reached in the interior- 
ballistic cycle. 

While it is my personal opinion that many 
of the benefits claimed for various exotic 
case shapes have not been convincingly 
demonstrated, | do not know of any basic 
scientific principle, or any specific experi- 
mental evidence, which proves that case 
shape is completely unimportant. | do not 
find any basis for opinion on either side of 
that question in your comments about the 
motions of molecules in gases, but my inter- 
pretation of the kinetic theory of gases dif- 
fers from yours in some respects. According 
to my understanding of the kinetic theory of 
gases, the so-called “mean velocity” of mol- 
ecules in a gas at standard temperature and 
pressure depends upon their molecular 
weights. For oxygen, it is about 1580 fps, 
and your assertion that it is about 1400 fps 
for the mixture of gases in the air is probably 
correct. That mean molecular velocity per- 
tains, however, to their random vibratory 
motion among the other molecules in the 
same fixed frame of reference, and not to 
the mean velocity of molecules in a stream 
of gas passing from a region of higher pres- 
sure to a region of lower pressure, as pow- 


der gases do in the chamber and barrel of a 
gun. The “mean free path” of gas molecules 
between “collisions” with other molecules in 
this vibratory motion, which you quote as 
“.. something like 4. . .” inches, is certainly 
very much less than that, even at normal at- 
mospheric pressure. It depends upon the 
number of molecules present per unit vol- 
ume of gas, which is the same for all gases 
at constant pressure and temperature, and 
upon the radius of the so-called “sphere of 
exclusion” which defines the region within 
which so-called “molecular collisions” can 
occur. In air at normal temperature and 
pressure, the mean free path of molecules is 
on the order of .00001 centimeter, or about 
.000004 inch, or 4 millionths of an inch rath- 
er than about 4 inches. The methods for cal- 
culating this mean free path are explained in 
many physics textbooks, such as “Modern 
Physics” by Jauncey, and “Principles of 
Physics” by Sears. Since the mean free 
path varies inversely as the pressure, the 
mean free path at 50,000 psi (3400 atm) 
would be on the order of .000000001 inch, 
or one billionth of an inch. Surely random 
molecular movements of such very small 
magnitude cannot be compared to the 
movements of the stream of powder gases 
passing from the cartridge case into the 
bore, and none of this discussion really

proves anything whatsoever about the ef- 
fect of case shape on interior ballistics. 

| do agree, of course, that we can learn 
nothing of value (and we might “learn some 
things that aren’t so”) by reading material 
which is, as you Say, “.. . at odds with the 
basic scientific principles involved in the fire- 
arms field.” | do share your belief that we 
should advocate more scientific methods in 
the planning, conduct and analysis of our 
experiments in shooting. | think you will 
agree that we should try to dispel the misun- 
derstanding, distrust, and even antago- 
nism, with which some shooters intuitively 
regard scientific and mathematical methods 
of investigation. If we are to be successful in 
these efforts, | believe we must be very 
careful to identify correctly, exactly what is 
in conflict with scientific principles and what 
is not. So that we will not be misunderstood, 
we must not appear to seek argument for 
the sake of argument, and we must not 
jeopardize the credibility of the scientific 
method by appearing to invoke its infallibility 
as an argument against opinions with which 
we do not agree, in matters where scientific 
principles might actually permit more than 
one respectable point of view.

| always read and enjoy Precision Shoot- 
ing, with great respect for the contributing 
writers. The column by Rick Hornbeck in the 
August ’87 issue touched on an issue which 
certainly deserves a bit of consideration. 

| agree with Mr. Hornbeck only up to a 
certain point in his analysis of velocity as re- 
lated to the efficiency of varmint rifles. 

If in fact woodchucks could be shot at dis- 
tances of precisely 100 and 200 yards, and 
no further, then the moderate velocity car- 
tridges which he advocates would indeed 
have a marginal advantage over high veloci- 
ty cartridges. But when shooting varmints in 
the real world, especially prairie dogs, 
where the ranges are uncertain and long, 
and the wind blows freely in all directions, 
the advantages of velocity become mani- 
fest. 

It is easy to make the mistake, as Mr. 
Hornbeck appears to, of assuming that ve- 
locity and accuracy are mutually exclusive. 
It is easy to make this assumption when one 
compares highly developed benchrest rifles 
in moderate velocity calibers to off-the-shelf 
production-grade rifles in hotter calibers. 
But what do you suppose happens when 
the circumstances are reversed? 

A good friend of mine, Dave Petzal, with 
whom | shoot woodchucks every year, re- 
cently had built what can be fairly described 
as a benchrest rifle except that it is cham- 
bered for the .220 Swift. It was built by Seely 
Masker, with Stolle action, Hart barrel and 
McMillan stock. From the very beginning 
groups were in the 2/10th’s range with am- 
munition loaded extremely hot! This may 
not be good enough to win a major 
benchrest tournament on a calm day but itis 
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certainly good enough to hit a woodchuck 
between the eyes, or for that matter, in ei- 
ther eye. 

It is certainly not my intention to debate 
Mr. Hornbeck and if you will forgive the 
length of this letter | will now get to my real 
point. Several years ago the fathers of what 
we know as modern benchrest shooting re- 
alized that the behemoth rifles that charac- 
terized benchrest shooting during the early 
1950’s were leading us down a develop- 
mental blind alley. Realizing what was hap- 
pening the light varmint and heavy varmint 
rifle classifications were instituted. A pri- 
mary objective in these new classifications 
was to develop accuracy technology with 
practical applications. The success of this 
far-sighted program is obvious in nearly all 
forms of riflery. Not only have benchrest 
shooters learned how to make relatively 
lightweight rifles perform with greater accu- 
racy than was thought possible only a few 
decades ago, but they have done soin ways 
that has had a tremendously beneficial 
carryover effect on other types of rifles. It 
occurs to me however that we are again 
leading ourselves down a blind alley. If we 
restrict ourselves to the moderate velocities 
characterized by today’s bench cartridges 
we really aren’t going anywhere. We are 
only over-developing the mediocre. I’m not 
suggesting that anything radical be done to 
break out of this mold but wouldn't it be fun if 
there were special matches, or events, re- 
stricted to calibers and/or loads developing 
velocities over 3800 fps. 

The history of benchrest shooting is, if 
anything, a history of challenges met and 
overcome. Oldtimers in the game will re- 
member when getting a quarter-inch group 
from a ten-and-a-half pound rifle was con- 
sidered a challenge of near insurmountable 
proportions. Conquering the “velocity barri- 
er” is nothing more than another challenge. 
And let’s face it, we need to make some bold 
moves. 

Happy regards to everyone and my kind- 
est respect to Rick Hornbeck for causing 
me to give some thought to the above mat- 
ter.

| went to the Central Jersey Rifle and Pis- 
tol Club Range on August 18th, 1987; | ar- 
rived there about 6:30 A.M. (Editor: greater 
love than this no man hath. . . .). |Ihaddonea 
previous test on velocity loss at this range 
(PS, April ’87 issue), working with different 
loads, and the chronograph placed at differ- 
ent distances of 200 yards, 100 yards, and 
just in front of the muzzle. 

This time however | was able to bring 
along two chronographs with me. The 
Oehler Model Il Skyscreen was placed in 
front of the muzzle, with the nearest screen 
ten feet from the muzzle. The ten foot spac- 
ing of the two screens would give a velocity 
reading considered to be 15 feet in front of 
the muzzle. This unit requires wires from 
each screen to a box on the bench where 
dials are turned to get readings of the veloci- 
ties. The other chronograph was a Pro- 
Tach chronograph 25 inches long, with 
ports spaced 18 inches apart, that would 
give direct digital readouts of each shot. 
This was the only chronograph of the two 
that | could place down range. 

Before | put out the chronographs, | shot 
one group at 200 yards, using some left 
over loaded cases from the NBRSA Nation- 
als at Charlotte, North Carolina. It was a 
.360 group, fired in the relatively still condi- 
tions of early morning. As this day went on, it 
became more windy, although with bright 
sunlight.

| put the Oehler chronograph in front of 
the muzzle, and shot another group at 200 
yards. This one measured .638, with four of 
the five shots measuring .214. The average 
velocity was 3040, with 21 feet per second 
variation. 

This was fired with my light varmint class 
rifle; a CPS action, Hart barrel 2012” in 
length, and a Leupold 36X scope on top. 
The powder load (27.0 grains of H322, lot 
#9678) was the same for this and subse- 
quent tests with this gun. 

My brother Joe came to the range about 
this time (Editor: good for Joe. There’s too 
much of this getting up early and rushing 
about wildly to suit me), and helped with the 
alignment of the Pro-Tach chronograph that 
we placed at 200 yards. We placed a target 
in the same place where the last group was 
shot, to keep the alignment of the chrono- 
graph at the muzzle. It was up against the 
target frame, at the bottom of the sighter 
target, with the group to form about three 
inches above the chronograph, on the sight- 
er target. 

This load was the same load as in the 
cases left over from the NBRSA Nationals. 
In the table below, “H” equals highest veloc- 
ity, “L” equals lowest velocity. Euber 68 
grain flat base bullets were used through- 
out.

The digital readout at 200 
yards was very clear. | had placed a piece of 
target frame so as to shade the chrono- 
graph from the bright sun, which was rising 
on the left side of the range. 

For some strange reason shot #1 was 
the fastest at the muzzle, and also at 200 
yards ... and yet that shot showed the 
greatest velocity loss. The two slowest 
shots at the muzzle, and at 200 yards, 
showed the least velocity loss. | will not at- 
tempt to explain that one. 

| left my measure set to throw the same 
amount of the same lot of powder (to repeat 
... 27.0 grains of H322, lot #9678) as was 
used in the above test. This time however | 
switched to 68 grain Euber boat-tail bullets, 
using five different good cases.

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The average group size of the three 
groups was .589. Looking at the two sets of 
tables we see that the boat-tail bullets start- 
ed out at an average of 3025, compared toa 
3042 figure for the flat base bullets. At 200 
yards they are just about even . . . 2355 for 
the boat tails and 2356 for the flat base bul- 
lets ... even though the flat base bullets 
started out an average of 17 faster at the 
muzzle. The average velocity loss at 200 
yards with the boat tails was 19 less than 
with the flat base bullets. 

With the boat tail bullets shot #3 was the 
fastest at the muzzle and also at 200 yards, 
and was almost the lowest in the velocity 
loss column. Shot #4 was the lowest in 
muzzle velocity, and also had the least ve- 
locity loss ... but was not the slowest at 
200 yards. | cannot comprehend the differ- 
ences in the velocity loss column. | would 
think that the bullet that starts out the fast- 
est would get to the target quicker and 
show less velocity loss. The wind at this 
time was blowing outward from 5:00 
o'clock and curling back to the right, to 
about the 1:00-2:00 o’clock area. Some of 
the shots were fired when the wind was 
blowing more as | was mainly trying to shoot 
in wind direction. Further testing will be 
done to see if we can turn up the cause of 
the fluctuations. 

| reloaded the same five cases with Euber 
flat base bullets. The average muzzle veloc- 
ity this time was 3054. At 200 yards two 
shots were blown to the right, out of the 
range of the chronograph. The other three 
shots showed an average velocity at 200 
yards of 2351. This would indicate a velocity 
loss of 703 feet per second, and again we 
have the situation where the velocity loss at 
200 yards was greater with the faster muz- 
zle velocity. 

The last group that | tried at 200 yards 
turned up an operating problem. It was now 
just about impossible to see the digit read-

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out on the 200 yard chronograph, due to the 
mirage. . . which was now really boiling. We 
moved the targets and the chronograph 
back to 100 yards, and found that we could 
read the digits at this distance. 

We decided to try my brother Joe’s heavy 
varmint gun, and compare it with my light 
varmint. He was thus shooting a 22 inch 
Hart barrel on a Hart 1A action with a 
Leupold 36X scope. His load was 27.7 
grains of H322, lot #71180. The first group 
was fired with Euber 68 grain flat base bul- 
lets.

The group size was .191. I’m the one that 
goofed the reading on the fourth shot; | had 
the in-close chronograph switch turned off 
when Joe fired the shot. He had been shoot- 
ing this gun earlier in the day, before he 
brought it over to where | was 
chronographing loads, and he had fired a 
couple of real nice groups with it. We were 
considerably surprised to see the velocities 
lower than my light varmint gun . . . consid- 


ering that the heavy varmint rig had a longer 
barrel (22 inches versus 20%2 inches), and 
was using a warmer load (27.7 grains of 
H322 versus 27.0 grains). And it was not re- 
ally all that small a difference. . . . The aver- 
age muzzle velocity, with flat base bullets, 
from my light varmint rifle was 3042 you will 
recall ... out of Joe’s heavy varmint ... 
longer barrel, hotter load . .. we were get- 
ting 2881 average. This was cause for 
some serious thinking (Editor: stop thinking, 
and have Joe try some of your powder, will 
you please). We decided to try some Euber 
68 grain boat tails. We did not clean the gun 
between the two groups.

The group size was .187, and once again 
the velocities were substantially below my 
light varmint rifle .. . 3025 average for the 
10¥%2 pounder versus 2886 for the 13!

The group size was .312. We have picked 
up about 200 feet per second by changing 
lots of the same powder, and this done with 
a lighter powder charge (27.0 grains versus 
27.7 grains). Now, as was to be expected 
out of a slightly longer barrel, we have a bit 
of a velocity pickup at the muzzle (3064 ver- 


sus 3042 average) for the flat base bullets, 
and 3057 versus 3025 average for the boat 
tails. At last things are showing signs of fol- 
lowing some kind of logic ... at least ... 
logic as | knew it. This time shot #1 with the 
boat tails showed the fastest at the muzzle, 
and also the least velocity loss. In the final 
column, (100 yard) velocity loss ... the 
boat-tails turn up an impressive showing, 
with a variation of only 4 feet per second. 

Now, for another twist, we threw charges 
of Joe’s powder, at his load setting (27.7 
grains) into my cases and fired them out of 
my light varmint rifle. (Editor: wait a minute, 
I’m getting confused. Which one of you is 
Geza, and which one is Joe?) Thus we were 
using 27.7 grains of H322, lot #71180, (with 
Euber flat base bullets only).

that the powder lot was the culprit in the dif- 
ference in velocities between the two guns. 
In all circumstances we got higher velocities 
with my powder and lower velocities with 
Joe’s powder. Powder of the same lot will 
change its ignition characteristics according 
to how it is stored and how many times it is 
poured back and forth from can to measure. 
It can lose its moisture content in the hot 
sun, and pick up moisture content on damp 
rainy days. Itis good policy to buy powder of 
the same lot in larger quantities, and store it 
in a cool, dry place. When a good load is 
worked up for a particular gun you can al- 
ways open a fresh can for the big matches, 
and seemingly have a better chance of 
shooting well with it. 


Follow Up On Velocity Test: 

When | got home and had a chance to sit 
down and relax a bit . . . suddenly | remem- 
bered that | had ... somewhere ... some 
weighed powder charges that were left over 
from several years ago. Furthermore, to 
make it more interesting ... the powder 
was the same lot (#71180) that Joe had 
been using, and which had given us the 
markedly lower velocities. A brief search 
turned them up .. . ten charges only .. . in 
glass vials ... each weighing 27.6 grains 
(now) . . . each corked at the top, and each 
having been stored for several years. 

| had six cases that | had made that were 
tight neck (or fitted neck) that were made up 
for a test on boat-tail bullets. The neck ten- 
sion was of course stronger with flat base 
bullets (due to the pressure ring), | relate this 
because | used flat base bullets in this final 
test. A shot-by-shot record of the readings 
on the ten shots:

In my work with chronographing | have 
found that the fouler shot (the first shot 
through a barrel after cleaning) will invaria- 
bly be slower than the group average. 

Note the average velocity of this group 
(3093) . . . how it compares with the velocity 
of the 68 grain flat base bullets (average) 
fired through this same light varmint class 
rifle (the first table of this article) ... here 
27.6 grains gives 3093 velocity . . . back at 
the beginning of the article we were getting 
an average velocity of 3042 out of 27.0 
grains. It would seem that the two groups 
comparison, for velocity, was roughly within 
the limits of what one might logically ex- 
pect. 

On the other hand . . . we certainly have 
quite a variation in the velocities with that 
SAME LOT OF POWDER that Joe was 
using. Those ten rounds, the final table of 
the article, show that they held their correct 
velocity potential. Why? Well, for one thing 
. .. know that they were not exposed to ex- 
tremes of temperature changes. 

Aiso, in that final table . . . let me make my 
previous comments a little clearer on the 
subject of neck tension. Realize that the five 
record shots, plus the eighth shot (the first 
one after the record shots) were fired with 
tight necks. The other four shots (first, sec- 


ond, ninth and tenth . . . none of the record 
group) were fired with very light neck ten- 
sion. Note that the tight neck tension gives 
about 45 feet per second higher velocity. | 
feel that. . . whichever tension you do select 
... itis critical that your competition cases 
have THE SAME neck tension. 

(Editor: joking aside ... Geza is on the 
border of one of the factors that we are pret- 
ty darn ignorant about. Can we, in testing, 
“abuse” some powder so as to cause a ma- 
terial change in its performance?? By expo- 
sure to direct sun. . .moisture extremes. . . 
whatever??) 

At the NBRSA Nationals at Charlotte . . . 
at about 7:30 or so in the evening .. . | was 
idly watching one of the top tournament trail 
shooters practice the night before one of the 
varmint classes. When he put away his rifle 
that evening . . . the rig was “driving tacks”, 
and the fellow had a quiet, confident smile 
on his mug. The following morning . . . first 
record match . . . same load, same seating 
depth . . .and the group was over a half inch 
... this at 100 yards, sir. The shooter 
dropped his load about three full numbers 
on the Culver measure ... and the next 
group was “a flat two”, more or less. Why?? 


There are still a lot of factors in our world. . . 
that we are pretty ignorant about, gang. 
Ten years or so from now . . . hopefully we 
will have a better handle on some of these 
little puzzles. 
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17 IS AN ODD NUMBER 


(Observations on .17 Caliber Rifles) 


TWIST. In the process of playing with .17 
caliber rifles for over fifteen years | have ex- 
perienced both fascination and frustration. 
At one time | believed the sort-of-accepted 
adage that 1 in 10 twist would be faster than 
required. | might add that | do not believe in 
over-spinning bullets. It seems to me to 
make basic sense that r.p.m. in excess of 
what is required to stabilize the bullet would 
be detrimental to accuracy, especially with 
bullets that are less than perfect. 

In my .17 caliber experiments | have of 
course been influenced by what | knew from 
my benchrest exposure. The stool shoot- 
ers, for their most commonly used calibers 
(.224, .243, .308) almost invariably chose a 
1in 14 twist. I tried this the easy way first. . . 
using a 14 twist. . . and just trusting that the 
old 1-14 twist would be true for .17 caliber 
as well. So much for that theory . . . it ain’t. 
Or, if you prefer better grammar. . . itis not. 
On one hand, 1 in 10 is too fast a twist, but 1 
in 14 is too slow. | have tried 1-10 and 1-11 
barrels, and they were okay. Being a bit 
conservative by nature | tried 1-13 twist... 
it would not stabilize my own 25 grain bul- 
lets; it would only stabilize one bullet, the 
Remington 25 grain Power Lock. This bullet 
certainly does not seem to be the answer to 
one’s prayers . .. it regularly gives me four 
shots in a nice tight group, and one bad flier. 
Ina 13 twist the Remington Power Lock will 
stabilize, but it is only about .515 long, and 
no hollow point. 

My .17 caliber bullets, made in Fred 
Wood's custom .17 dies, are .550 in length,

and hollow point. | can recall, without any 
great pleasure in the memory, ordering a 
brand new, stainless steel .17 caliber barrel, 
in 13 twist, firing the very first shot with one 


Of my bullets . . . looking through the scope 


immediately afterwards . . . and seeing that 
the shot (at 3700 f.p.s.) was a classic key- 
hole. | am quite willing to pay to learn things 
. .. but one shot barrel life strikes me as a tri- 
fle excessive. 

BULLET/JACKET QUALITY. | feel that | 
have never really had benchrest quality .17 
caliber jackets to work with. The best that 
I’ve had was .0005, and they were assem- 
bled by hand selection, one by one. | just re- 
cently made some 25 grain bullets on the 
first run of .17 caliber jackets from J-4. They 
have about .0005 runout, and are not what 
we need if we are ever to turn in some real 
accuracy from the .17 caliber. | loaded up a 
number of them, and just finished five 5-shot 
groups at my local range. | was shooting a 
ten pound rifle, 1 in 10 twist Sherer barrel 
(stainless steel) at 3700 f.p.s. velocity. The 
groups were in the .370-.390 range on aver- 
age. Enough to keep a casual woodchuck 
shooter happy ... but one who is accus- 
tomed to benchrest accuracy standards is 
likely to go into some sort of depression or 
shock under such circumstances. The jack- 
et firm (U4) has given us such splendid jack- 
ets in .22 and .24 caliber sizes. . .and| have 
to hope that they can do better in .17 size for 
us. It’s not easy, but specs have to be tight- 
ened on punches, etc. We've got to have 
.0002-.0003 ... or better .. . jackets. The 
smaller the bullet ... the greater the need 
for the best jacket possible. A small devia- 
tion in a bullet this small does more harm 
than a similar deviation in bigger bullets (.22- 
.24-.30). | believe that .17 caliber enthusi- 
asts will be willing to pay an appropriate 
price for superior jackets. Of course the

issue is a bit complicated further by the fact 
that .17 caliber bullet dies of top quality have 
not been available. | have the second (and 
probably the last) set of bullet dies made by 
Fred Wood. However this little problem area 
is about to improve in a hurry, | do believe. 
Bob Simonson is now making some .17 
dies. | saw a set of them, and they were just 
beautiful. | believe that Walt Berger has a 
set of these dies either in the making, or ac- 
tually delivered. 

PRIMER CONSIDERATIONS. My expe- 
rience with .17 caliber shows different pres- 
sure symptoms turning up on the primers. 
Looking at edge radius (usually a quite reli- 
able indicator when dealing with conven- 
tional benchrest cartridges such as the .222 
and the PPC) ... the .17s look mild. What 
you really notice in .17 caliber is extrusion 
into the firing pin hole, and possibly primer 
discing (or “cookie cutting”, if you prefer). 
Old timers will recall the time before the stiff- 
er primer cups became available . .. when 
we all used Remington 672 primers . . . and 
this problem was commonplace. Eventual- 
ly, when they got tired of listening to all our 
complaints, Remington came out with the 
7¥2 primer . . . and that took care of our little 
problems that arose out of loading up the 
deuce family a trifle warm. . . which unfortu- 
nately was the way that they shot best. 
Later on CCI developed their BR primer, 
again with a stiffer cup. In my work with .17 
caliber | now use the Remington 772 or the 
CCI-BR primers exclusively. While the Fed- 
eral 205 and 205M are good primers ... 
they disc out before the two primers with the 
stiffer cups. On my last tests with .17, | blew 
two Federal primers ... switched to the 
CCI-BR, and had no more problems with 
the load. | have a personal opinion on what 
is happening here ... | theorize that the 
small (relative) diameter of the bullet (called

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“piston area”) on which the expanding 
gases work is such as to cause a quick pres- 
sure rise before the bullet starts to move. 
The gas pressure has less area on which to 
work. To a considerably lesser degree, you 
can see a bit of this with the 22PPC, when 
compared to the 6PPC. 

CASES. | have used the .17 Javelina for 
some time, and it is a good case. Recently 
my work has been with the .17 BR, or Laser 
cases. It’s probably similar to the Mach IV. | 
use my Javelina reamer, held short to 1.400, 
or .221 Remington Fireball case length. It 
seems to be the most efficient case (based 
on the .222 case head) that I’ve worked with 
so far. I’m getting 3700 f.p.s. with 17.1 
grains of T322, CCI-BR primers, and my 
own 25 grain bullets. Good extraction, but 
primer indications as mentioned above. 

WIND EFFECTS. Contrary to what one 
might read in the popular shooting maga- 
zines the high velocity .17 caliber 25 grain 
bullet does not blow all over the countryside 
in the wind. | feel that it shoots every bit as 
good as a 55 grain 22 caliber bullet shot at 
reasonable velocity. It’s something that you 
will have to try yourself in order to appreci- 
ate. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

1.) We need more quality barrel makers to 
tool up for the caliber. Many top barrel mak- 
ers have never tried this barrel size, regard- 
ing it as more of a curiosity rather than a le- 
gitimate bore size. The quality of the 
available .17 caliber barrels today is much 
better than could be had 10 or 15 years ago, 
but barrel quality still is well behind what can 
be had in .22 or .24 sizes. 

2.) We need better bullets . . . and to get 
that, we have to have better jackets ... 
.0002 runout jackets. 

3.) | have shot many two-tenths groups 
with .17 caliber, but the average group will 
be in the threes or fours, because of the fac- 
tors that | have briefly touched on. | feel that 
.17s can be quite accurate . . . and the time 
is coming . . . a bit down the road... when 
two tenth jackets can be had, and top level 
1-11 and 1-12 twist stainless steel barrels 
from benchrest quality barrelmakers.. . . the

The new neck turner is made of alumi- 
num, and is 2% inch in diameter. Don calls it 
the Nielson Micro-set Case Neck Turner 
Il. 

The photo with the article shows two 
large set screws on the side of the main 
body; these require a 3/16” allen wrench. 
There are two smaller set screws, one on 
top of the main body, another in the lower 
base opposite the indices on the lower 
base. These two set screws require a 3/32”

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allen wrench. The 3/32” set screw on the 
top of the main body locks the cutter in place 
during operation; the top 3/16” set screw in 
the main body adjusts the cutter in relation 
to the mandrel. The lower 3/16” set screw 
locks the body to the mandrel. The other 
3/32” set screw in the lower base holds the 
lower base to the mandrel as well as main- 
taining the relationship between mandrel 
and indices. The lower large 3/16” screw 
will also be used to adjust the length up the 
neck the case neck will be turned. 

To set up the finished neck thickness, 
align the graduation on the far right on the 
lower base with the single index on the 
upper base as shown in the photo. Using 
the 3/32” set screw inthe top of the tool and 
the top 3/16” set screw in the upper body, 
make trial cuts until the neck is within .001” 
to .0015” of the desired neck thickness. 
Lock the cutter depth with the set screw on 
top of the body. Back off the lower 3/16” set 
screw in the body and rotate the bottom 
base to the final depth of cut. Each gradua- 
tion on the lower base will remove .0001”. 

To set the length, make a trial cut, and 
measure the length of the cut down the 
neck. Determine the amount needed to fin- 
ish the case length. Next measure the 
height of the tool, top to its bottom. Loosen 
the lower large set screw, and set the height 


plus amount needed for the finished length 
while maintaining the indices setting. A feel- 
er gage was found to be very helpful during 
this adjustment. Tighten the lower 3/16” set 
screw. 

Loosen the small 3/32” set screw in the 
lower base and move the lower base 
against the upper body. Tighten the 3/32” 
lower set screw. 

All of this sounds like a pretty fancy oper- 
ation. But with the tool in hand, the two re- 
quired allen wrenches and a feeler gage | 
was able to adjust for a new caliber case in 
just two or three minutes. Other than the ed- 
itor ... most of our readers could at least 
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700 Rem. Action, Stainless Match Bbl., Fiberglass Stock 
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match these times. If settings of length and 
depth of cut are written down, it can be done 
in a shorter period of time. And it works! 

| made my first try with an initial setting 
that cut .0006” over required finished neck 
thickness. After the initial cut the Micro- 
adjustment base was moved to the left six 
indices. The final cut was right on the 
money. 

This is a very well-made tool, and is very 
easy to use. The “finish cut” produced a 
very acceptable finish. Price of the tool with 
one caliber mandrel is $120.00. Additional 
mandrels are $35.00 each. Don Nielson, 
20456 Hart Street, Canoga Park, California 
91306. Don has done a very fine job of de- 
signing and building this neck turner. 


Bill 
Gebhardt, owner of the Bald Eagle Preci- 
sion Machine Company, is offering a new 
front rest. Nocommon metal hunk, this. . . it 
has a number of unique features. First of all, 
most of the assembly is made of high quality 
aluminum. The stand weighs seven and a 
half pounds with the old style Forrester type 
sand bag. The casting of the base is of the 
highest quality, fine enough to be unpaint- 
ed. The base is finished in a clear finish. The 
adjustment knobs are black plastic, with a 
brass threaded core. The mariner wheel is 
an aluminum casting with a brass threaded 
core. 


Now to the unique features. First, the 
lower elevation adjustment is made with a 
rack and pinion (the large knob on the left) 
which is locked in its setting by the small 
knob on the right. The upper small knob, 
coming out at a 45° angle locks the upper 
setting, which is adjusted by the mariner 


wheel. On the front of the rest is a set screw 
which adjusts the pressure on a nylon plug 
against the main shaft in a manner that will 
hold the weight of the rifle at a given eleva- 
tion while the elevation controls are adjust- 
ed and then locked.

If you 
should want to shoot from a picnic table this 
allows the stand to be used while moved to 
the far left side of the bench. This is bound to 
end up being called the Kelbly leg, since 
some competitors at the Super Shoot range 
find the benches to be slightly narrow in rela- 
tion to the seated shooter, with the stand 
crowding the left side of the bench. This 
hasn't been a problem for me, but I’m alittle 
guy, and | understand that it could be a 
problem for some of our more substantial 
competitors.

LETTER FROM AUSTRALIA 
.22 Rimfire Benchrest Shooting 


Dear Dave, 

Reading through the June issue of PS, | 
was more than alittle interested to note the 
interest now being shown in developing a 
superbly accurate rimfire cartridge. | 
thought perhaps your readers might like to 
know about the rimfire bench rest matches 
that are shot down here in Australia. 

The matches have proved very popular in 
all States that compete, and are a discipline 
contested at the annual National Titles. The 
conduct of the matches is similar to 
centrefire in that five targets are shot at 
each distance and each group consists of 
five shots, in the same time requirements as 
centrefire. The distances are 50 metres and 
100 yards, all aggregates being expressed 
in MOA terms. Hence, the 50 metre groups 
are added together, doubled and divided by 
five. The 100 yard groups are added and di- 
vided by five, and the grand aggregate is the 
addition of the two divided by two. In other 
words, if you shot all .3’s at the shorter 
range and all .7’s at the longer, then your 
grand agg would be .7000. 

To describe the rifle specifications re- 
quires some delving into the history of rim- 
fire benchrest in this country. The late Harry 
Madden (widely regarded as the Father of 
Benchrest in Australia, and posthumously 
given the number one spot in the Australian 
benchrest Hall of Fame) arrived at the 
weight limit of 3.5 kilos (or 7 pounds 12 
ounces) back in the early seventies. He did 
this by weighing up all the combinations of 
.22 rifles and scopes that were readily avail- 
able — only a couple exceeded this weight. 
The underlying thought was to try and keep 
this class of shooting for sporting and hunt- 
ing type rimfires, and to stop people having 
to go out and purchase all out target rimfires 
which usually were fairly heavy. Basically 
this class was designed to get people into 
group shooting without having to spend any 
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Pull buttoned in Stainless Steel.

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more money than they would on a hunting 
rifle. The only other rifle requirement was a 
forend width restriction to 5 cm (2 inches), 
but in 1975 this was increased to 5.75 cm 
(2.25 inches) as a number of factory hunting 
rifles were slightly over the 5 cm mark. 

There is also a scope restriction to six 
power maximum. Reasons were those of 
practicality and cost. Six power is about as 
much as anyone would want on a hunting 
rimfire anyway, in my opinion. So that was 
the rifle — and at the first .22 rimfire 
benchrest events, what appeared on the 
line were basically people’s hunting rifles 
shooting target grade ammo. Of course, 
that didn’t last long. 

In 1975, the National benchrest titles 
were in Brisbane, Queensland. An eighteen 
year old, Dave Alland, made the journey up 
there to compete in the first registered .22 
rimfire benchrest titles. Dave rifle had origi- 
nally been a BRNO model two. Retaining 
only the action, Dave had made his own 
stock with a nice flat fore-end for stability on 
the bags. The original barrel was replaced 
with achrome moly Douglas, and the trigger 
lightened off. The records that Dave shot in 
the event stood for years — a 100 yard 
group of .404, an aggregate at that range of 
.7136 and a grand agg of .7672. This rifle 
also doubled as a hunting gun. 

The class increased in popularity, and 
more rifles underwent modifications in the 
search for accuracy. In 1976, sleeved 
BRNO actions appeared, but the National 
title went to Bill O’Connor’s Anschutz. An- 
other Anschutz won in 1977, but in 1978 
Randall Millar and yours truly had a ding 
dong battle with our Remington 541S’s with 
Randall finally clinching the victory. These 
were standard factory rifles, with just a bit of 
attention to bedding and trigger pull. In 1979 
and 1980 | was able to win back to back ti- 
tles with the same 5415S, but the days of the 
factory rifle in this class were numbered. 

In Canberra for the 1981 Nationals, Alex 
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Chryss had a victory with the “new breed” 
of benchrest rimfire. A worked BRNO action 
glued into a Lee Six fibreglass and fitted 
with a Hart stainless match barrel, topped 
with a fine cross haired Lyman 6-XP. Also 
on the benches that year was Tony 
Allinson’s rimfire based on an aluminum 
Marsden stock and also a BRNO/Hart. 
Tony shot a stunning .234 group at 100 
yards for anew National record. There were 
only acouple of “hunting” type rimfires in the 
top ten that year. 

At this years Nationals, very few competi- 
tors used anything but outright competition 
guns in the class. With stainless match bar- 
rels available from over seas and locally 
from Maddco, shooters are putting as much 
time and money into a top rimfire as a 
centrefire, although the actions used (main- 
ly BRNO) are a lot cheaper than a custom 
centrefire. 

The main problem with shooting this 
class is the need for good top grade ammu- 
nition. For years, nearly everybody used 
Eley Tenex, and 99% of the records were 
shot with it. Lately, there has been a lot of 
grumbling about the quality of the Tenex 
that has been available. | have personally 
tested about a dozen batches and have had 
groups that varied from low ones to about 
an inch. When tried in other rifles of match 
quality, results are similar. The latest batch- 
es of Tenex are supposed to be very good, 
but to date | have not been able to get any. | 
do have one good batch at the moment with 
which | put a ten shot half inch group up at 
100 yards under wobbly conditions in prac- 
tice. Many of us have tried the other match 
offerings available in this country, such as 
R50 RWS and the Winchester expert premi- 
um, but groups generally are not tight 
enough for benchrest accuracy. Obviously, 
handloading the rimfire would have to pro- 
duce better results, but to my knowledge 
none in this country has attempted it. 

It would be a pity if experienced 
benchrest shooters dismissed this class as 
merely a fun shoot with no real meaning. | 
can assure youitis just as difficult to win one 
of the ten target matches as it is to win 
centrefire. | feel that it assists one’s ability to 
assess wind and conditions, as any errors in 
this department result in quite large group 
spreads. 

| await the committee’s developments 
with interest. For your information | list the 
current Australian records for this class.

50m agg .6126 Karl Kuehn

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Perry Morton, Dick Maretzo, Lee Euber Take the 
Varmint Classes. Multi-Gun Crowns to Lee Euber, 


The IBS 1987 Championships for the var- 
mint classes were held at the Council Cup 
Range, Wapwallopen, Pa. on August 19th - 
August 22nd, 1987. The heavy bench class 
was previously contested at Dunhams Bay, 
in July, and would be combined with the re- 
sults of the varmint classes for the purpose 
of determining the four gun championship. 

The varmint class competition was held in 
generally good shooting conditions, with 
enough wind moving about to keep the 
shooters from relaxing at their task. Actual- 
ly, over four days of shooting . . . only four 
shooters made it “into the teens” for a range 
aggregate . . . nobody came too close for a 
grand agg ... and all four of those aggs 
were at the 100 yard stage of events. The 
range could be “had” by one who kept his 
wits about him; it was to be a good exercise 
for those who feel that the sport of 
benchrest shooting is akin to a good game 
of chess ... a mind game . . . and don’t let 
your mind wander for a single minute . . . or 
you will end up paying the piper. In retro- 
spect ... at the 87 Nationals ... several 
pipers left Wapwallopen ... quite well 
paid. 

The light varmint class 100 yard stage 
started things off. And Brian Rubright, well 
regarded Pennsylvania bulletmaker, who 
... every now and then pops up and does 
something . . . surprising . . . took the yard- 
age crown with a .2212 figure. This accom- 
plishment surprised many people. Including 
Mr. Rubright. Particularly Mr. Rubright. 
However he handled fame ... no matter 
how fleeting . . . well. Once we put the smell- 
ing salts under his nose, and got him so he 
could stand up, | mean. It scares you ... 
when they pass right out, on hearing of their 
victory. Still, as related earlier . .. with the 
help of some smelling salts, a bit of CPR, 
and an old tire pump . .. we soon enough 
had Brian mobile again. At 200 yards, with 
the wind moving about right briskly ... 
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Perry Morton, Allie Euber 


Lester Bruno was to emerge as the winner 
for the yardage. It was a puzzling week for 
Mr. Bruno ... almost a total failure in rea- 
sonable shooting conditions at 100 yards 
throughout the four days ... but, at 200 
yards, in wind throughout. . . a first place, a 
fourth place, and a sixth place in the three 
classes. Asked to give an opinion on such 
strange goings-on, the editor told someone 
or other ... “it is my belief that Lester has 
the parallax of his scope set so perfectly for 
200 yards that he is reluctant to change it 
. .. and thus he shoots the 100 yard stages 
with a 200 yard parallax setting”. Youreadit 
in PS first; where else do you get the inside 
story on things such as this? At grand agg 
time, Perry Morton of Warsaw, Indiana. ..a 
member of the United States Benchrest Hall 
of Fame . .. who suddenly returned to the 
benchrest wars with a vengeance in 1987 
. .. parlayed a fifth place at 100 yards, anda 
fourth place at 200 yards into a first place 
grand aggregate.

Ratify or reject temporary rule changes 
made at the 1986 annual meeting. 

At future annual meetings we should 
spend less time fine tuning our existing 
rules and more time on addressing the 
advancement of the sport and how we 
can increase participation. 

Enforce the no-coaching rule in all 
classes. If coaching is to be permitted 
the shooter being coached should not 
be eligible for awards. 

Require all ranges to have a phone on 
site, even if IBS has to pay for it. 

At the 200/300 yard championships 
the competitors must have a choice of 
shooting either Heavy Bench or Light 
Varmint and combining it with Heavy 
Varmint for a 2 Gun Agg. 

A crossfire will be assessed a quarter 
minute of angle penalty for each shot 
crossfired. 

In order to avoid partiality being shown 
to some IBS should designate one 
match or date as a memorial to all de- 
ceased benchresters. 

Due to the fact that many members are 
avoiding matches where pre-payment 
is required, the following is proposed: 
Instead of pre payment a written “Dec- 
laration of Intent to Attend” is the only 
requirement for avoiding the late regis- 
tration penalty. 

The following recommendation be 
adopted and directed to all clubs and 
ranges: Male and female companions 
of the same household who compete at 
the same match be allowed to pay one- 
half fee for one person. After a suitable 
period retain or rescind if female at- 
tendance has not increased. 

Varmint Hunter class rules are to be 
changed to allow the use of 12 power 
scopes. (Object: to bring more live var- 
mint shooters to the benches.) 

Under current Hunter Class rules a 
competitor may legally shoot a Hunter 
Class rifle in both Hunter and Varmint 
Hunter classes. Change the rule to re- 
quire two different rifles if two classes 
are shot. 

Change the “Creedmore” method of tie 
breaking in score shooting to one 
where the higher number of “X wipe 
outs” is scored higher.

Include in the Score Shooting section 
of the rulebook under Article 6 (Rules of 
Procedure), paragraph h .... “In all 
registered tournaments it shall be re- 
quired that no competitor occupy any 
bench in a relay in which he/she is not 
shooting. With referee permission a 
competitor may use a bench on anoth- 
er relay, during warm-up ONLY, to get 
on paper. 
Reword Section V, Paragraph | in the 
rulebook (Protests and Appeals) and 
Article || (Protests) in Score Shooting 
section to read:
